President Roosevelt on Thursday for- 
muaily deelured the restoration of peace 
in the Philippine archipelago, placed the 
islands under civil coutrol and extended 
general amnesty to the Filipinos who 
have’ been in rebellion, 

These three things, niarking on impor 
taut chapter in United States history and 
probably the most important in the bis- 
tory of the Philippines, were accomplish- 
ed through the issue of three separate or- 
ders and proclamations—one by the Pres- 
fdent over hissown- siennture. extending 
amuesty,, one through Secretary Root by 
the President's ordeg,. relieving.

Chaffee from his duties as military gov- 
ernor, and a third which takes. the shape 
of a general order addressed to the en- 
tire army of. the United States, in whieh 
Secretary Root expresses the President's 
high. appreciation of the work it has ec- 
complished both in Cuba and in the Phil- 
ippines.
